Guerrillas, 
Jordan Troops 
Are Battling

Palestinian 
guerrillas 
and 


Jordanian army troops clashed 
again Sunday, part of the Mid- 
dle East confusion casting a 
long shadow over 
Tuesday's 


opening of the U.N. General As- 
sembly's 25th session. 


The bloody fight near the 


cease-fire line with Israel left 12 
guerrillas 
and 
two soldiers 


dead, according to Palestinian 
sources. Sources in the guerrilla 
Central Committe said the com- 
mandos were from Al Fatah, 
largest 
of 
the 
Palestinian 


groups. 


The government radio said 


the guerrillas were elements of 
the Palestine Liberation Army. 


Iraq claimed there was in- 


creased Israeli military activity 
along the Israel-Jordan cease- 
fire line, but the military com- 
mand in Tel Aviv denied this. 


Further 
confrontation 
be- 


tween the guerrillas and the 
Jordanian army appeared im- 
minent, as Radio Baghdad re- 
ported Iraq had handed over to 
the Palestinians a 3,000-man bri- 
gade of commandos who had 
been serving under the Iraqi 
command since the 1967 Middle 
East war. 


Another Palestinian force of 


5,000 regulars is stationed in 
Syria. The Palestinian Central 
Committee—nominally in con- 
trol 
of the 
many guerrilla 


groups—has called on Syria and 
Iraq 
to put 
all Palestinian 


troops under its command. 


The appeal was made last 


week during heavy fighting that 
caused an estimated 500 casual- 
ties in Jordan. The clash Sun- 
day was the first reported since 
a cease-fire between the army 
and the guerrillas went into ef- 
fect Thursday. 


At the United Nations, diplo- 


mats are pegging their hopes 
for a continuation of the Middle 
East cease-fire on the chance 
that private talks among the 
Big Four and foreign ministers 
of Israel and the Arab countries 
will get the derailed peace talks 
back on the track. 


Israeli Premier Golda Meir's 


visit to Washington and her 
planned meeting with President 
Nixon Friday are seen as keys 
to the possibility of resuming 
talks. 


Israel has been boycotting the 


indirect talks since it and the 
United States charged Egypt 
with violating the cease-fire by 
moving 
antiaircraft 
missiles 


into the Suez Canal truce zone. 


There also is concern at the 


United Nations that the Middle 
East crisis can be further in- 
flamed by guerrilla hijackings 
of airliners such as occurred 
last week.

Nicklaus' 
Winnings 
$200,000

AKRON, Ohio (AP) - The big 


guy with the golden name sat 
there and looked positively em- 
barrased, a sheepish grin cross- 
ing his face when someone in- 
formed him he had averaged al- 
most $20,000 a round for his six 
appearances in the World Series 
of Golf. 


"Is that so?" replied Jack 


Nicklaus, who then shrugged. 


Nicklaus appeared on the 


verge of collapse In the front 
nine over the 7,180-yard Fire- 
stone Country Club course Sun- 
day in the final round of the 
World Series. 


In those nine holes he had re- 


corded four 
bogeys, missed 


three fairways and five greens, 
was in four traps and missed 
five putts under nine feet. 


And Dave Stockton, the 29- 


year-old PGA champion, had 
pulled into a tie with him in the 
chase for the $50,000 first prize 
in this event that brings togeth- 
er the holders of the world's 
four major championships—the 
Masters, PGA, U.S. and British 
Opens. 


"I was terrible on that front 


nine," Nicklaus said. "Just ter- 
rible. 


"I began to think I wasn't 


going to win it and I thought, 
'I've got to get started, got to 
get some momentum, got to get 
it going.'" 


He did with three consecutive 


clutch putts starting on the 13th. 


Nicklaus birdied 
that one 


from 15 feet, rolled in another 
from 17 feet on the next hole 
and saved par with an 18-footer 
on the 15th. 


He also birdied the 17th from 


12 feet and finished with a par 
70 for 136 and a three-stroke 
margin over Stockton and Mas- 
ters champion Billy Casper, tied 
for second at 139. Each won 
$11,250. 


Casper had a final round 68 


and Stockton a 70. Tony Jacklin, 
the young Englishman 
who 


holds the U.S. Open crown, also 
had a 70 for 141 and picked up 
$5,000. 


The victory pushed Nicklaus' 


winnings for the year to almost 
$200,000, but the $50,000 does not 
count on the money list since it 
is considered an exhibition by 
the PGA. 


Nicklaus now has won more 


than $226,000 in six World Series 
appearances. 


"I always aim for the four 


major championships," Nick- 
laus said as he started to ex- 
plain his feeling about this tour- 
nament. "Winning one of those 
is a condition for getting in this 
tournament. 


"Now, if you can win this one, 


beat the other three guys who 
have won major championships, 
well, I feel like you've proven 
something. It gives me a great 
deal of personal satisfaction.

Impact et 
Threatened 
Auto Strike 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The United Auto Workers 


plans to strike General Motors 
at midnight tonight unless a 
new contract can be negotiated 
by then. Here at a glance is a 
rundown on the impact a strike 
against the world's largest man- 
ufacturing concern would have 
with auto assembly plants shut 
down and parts plants left in op- 
eration: 


WORKERS: At least 344,000 


hourly rated GM workers would 
be idled in the United States and 
Canada. 


PLANTS: GM has 119 plants 


in 18 states and 69 cities. The 
UAW says 27 GM plants would 
be exempted from the strike. 


DEALERS: GM has 13,600. 
SUPPLIERS TO GM: The 


pinch would be felt by GM's 
39,000 suppliers, with which it 
spent $11.5 billion for goods and 
services last year. 


STEEL: GM consumes more 


than 10 per cent of America's 
steel production. 


GM THE SUPPLIER: The 


firm is a major parts supplier 
to the other automakers as well 
as the supplier for its own 
automobiles. However, its parts 
plants would be left in operation. 


OTHER GM PRODUCTS: The 


firm is the nation's largest 
builder of diesel engines for in- 
dustrial and truck use and is a 
major builder of railroad loco- 
motives and giant earthmoving 
machines. It also produces ap- 
pliances, including Frigidaire 
refrigerators. 


DEFENSE-SPACE: Last year 


GM's defense and space work 
totaled $699.5 million. 


SALES-PROFITS: 
5,259,652 


GM cars and trucks were sold 
last year. GM's total sales were 
$24.295 billion, profits $1.71 bil- 
lion. 


TAXES: GM paid $1.743 bil- 


lion in U.S. and foreign income 
taxes last year and another 
$793.4 million in state, local and 
Social Security taxes.

Blanket Gives Toddler 
A Sense of Security 


By WAYNE G. IRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—My ton, 3%, has be- 


come very unhappy since a 
baby sitter took away his 
blanket. A new b l a n k e t 
doesn't seem to satisfy him. 
What would you suggest? 


A—Most toddlers form a 


deep attachment for some 
object—a doll, a woolly dog 
or a blanket. It gives them a 
sense of security and does no 
harm. If the baby sitter, who 
shouldn't have removed the 
blanket in the first place, 
didn't burn it, every effort 
should be made to get it 
back or oHe like it that is 
not new. 


Q—My son, 9, is hyperac- 


tive. The doctor is giving 
him Dexedrine. How long 
can he take this drug? Are 
there any bad side effects? 


A—If the drug is helping 


your son and the dosage is 
properly c o n t r o l l e d , he 
should be able to take it for 
a year or more. If, however, 
he develops insomnia, nau- 
sea, d i a r r h e a , p r o f u s e 
sweats, headaches or any 
other unusual s y m p t o m s , 
you should report the fact to 
your doctor at once. 


Q~My son, 10, is hyperac- 


tive. The school hounded me 
about it until our doctor pre- 
scribed Deaner for him. Is 
this drug habit-forming? 
Does it cause harmful side 
effects? 


A—Deanol acetamidbenzo- 


ate (Deaner) is one of sev- 
eral drugs that are helpful in 
the treatment of overactive 
children. It is not habit- 


forming. P o s s i b l e side ef- 
fects from too large a dosage 
include headache, insomnia 
and an itching skin rash. 


Q—My ton, 2, has an awful 


temper. He can be playing 
quietly, then suddenly start 
to kick and scream. He has a 
6-months-old brother. Could 
the tantrums be to get spe- 
cial attention or is it an in- 
herited trait? What can be 
done for these outbursts? 


A—Temper tantrums are 


not inherited but are some- 
times imitative of a parent's 
actions. It is very likely that 
this child is making a play 
for more attention. At such 
times, you must be loving 
but firm. You must make 
your child feel secure and at 
the same time let him know 
that you disapprove of his 
behavior and that he can't 
use it to get his own way— 
admittedly not an easy task.

Dr. Wazi Qamhawi of Nablus 


in Israeli-held Jordan said he 
carried the warning to Amman 
over the weekend at the behest 
of the Jerusalem government.

pinning their future on him, but 
the golden-haired rookie will 
likely get more offensive sup- 
port from his teammates than 
preceding quarterbacks have 
for years. 


The Steelers were 1-13 last 


season, reason enough to arouse 
hopes and dreams when a 21- 
year-old 
quarterback 
leads 


them to three successive pre- 
season victories. 


Bradshaw, the top pro draft 


pick, seems to have more skills 
than just throwing a football 
with the precision and release of 
a rifle. 


"In this case, it's leadership 


by example," says Steeler vet- 
eran Andy Russell. "He's doing 
it. He doesn't have to say any- 
thing." 


"Now our football team knows 


it can win," Coach Chuck Noll 
said after the third victory. "All 
the pieces are falling into 
place." 


Bradshaw is the cornerstone 


of the new Steeler structure, but 
Noll has made trades that 
should strengthen the total of- 
fense. 


To buoy up an attack which 


last year scored only 218 points 
while the opposition was getting 
404, 
Noll traded 
quarterback 


Dick Shiner to the New York 
Giants for running back John 
Fuqua and linebacker Henry 
Davis.

PORTSMOUTH, Va. (AP) — 


Sam Snead has won his third 
world professional senior golf 
championship and given the 
United States a 14-3 lead over 
Great Britain in the series — 
but for a long time Sunday he 
looked like a loser. 


The 58-year-old Snead was 


four down at the halfway mark 
of the 36-hole match after Brit- 
ish champion Max Faulkner 
fired a three-under-paf 69 over 
the 7,000-yard Bide-A-Wee Golf 
Club course operated by another 
former senior titleholder, Chand- 
ler Harper. 


But the 54-year-old Faulkner 


bogeyed two of the first four 
holes in the afternoon and Snead 
birdied the other two, and sud- 
denly they were all even again. 


That should have given Faulk- 


ner an indication of things to 
come, but the Briton — whose 
only previous appearance in the 
event was a 2-up loss to Harper 
two years ago at Dundee, Scot- 
land — went back in front by 
two holes when Snead bogeyed 
the 23rd and 24th holes. 


Snead pulled even again with 


a birdie on the 27th with a 10- 
foot putt and a Faulkner bogey 
on the 28th, and they still were 
even coming to the 31st after 
Snead birdied the 29th and bo- 
geyed the 30th. 


That's 
when 
Snead 
took 


charge for good, winning three 
of the next four holes to close 
out the match. 


The Slammer 
birdied the 
1 
31st, Faulkner bogeyed the 32nd 
and Snead closed it out on the 
34th with a par when Faulkner 
hit his second shot over the 
green, chipped back and two- 
putted for a bogey five. 


Snead was two under par and 


Faulkner five over for the 16 
holes of the afternoon round, 
leaving Snead one over for the 
day and Faulkner four over. 


"Everything I hit in the morn- 


ing round seemed to wind up 
behind a tree," Snead said of 
the dismal morning round. 
"Then in the afternoon I began 
to drive like I did 10 years ago 
and it seemed to help my putt- 
ing, too. in fact, my putting was 
so good I could hardly believe 
it." 


Faulkner blamed the humid 


late summer weather for his 
poor afternoon showing, an ex- 
cwe DA*} before by golfers used 
to cookr climate*.

After four ex- 
hibition games, Pearson was the 
Steelers' leading ground gainer 
with 190 yards in 40 attempts. 
Fuqua gained m yards in 30 
tries, a 5.5 average. 


Pearson came to Pittsburgh 


with safety Ocie Austin for line- 
backer Ray May. 


In May's place, Noll has 


Chuck Allen, who at the age of 
31 and with gimpy legs was a 
question mark but has done the 
job. He traded rarely used re- 
ceiver Don Alley for Allen from 
the San Diego Chargers. 


The Steelers also traded quar- 


terback Kent Nix to the Minne- 
sota Vikings for a 1971 draft 
choice. 


That leaves the reins to Brad- 


shaw, second year man Terry 
Hanratty and rookie Bob Leahy. 


In four games, Bradshaw has 


completed 44 of 87 passes and 
thrown for one touchdown. 


Against the New York Giants, 


on national television, Brad- 
shaw completed 15 of 23 passes 
for 244 yards. The Steelers won 
21-6. And at quarterback for the 
Giants was Shiner. 


Noll also traded Roy Jefferson 


to Baltimore for Willie Richard- 
son, a proven receiver who nev- 
ertheless may 
find 
himself 


beind the Steelers' second draft 
choice, Ron Shanklin, and Dave 
Smith, Dave Kalina and Hubie 
Bryant, also rookies. 


Joe Greene and company- 


Lloyd Voss, Chuck Hinton and 
Ben McGee—still are the defen- 
sive line and a good one. 


Andy Russell, the defensive 


co-captain and perhaps one of 
the most underrated defensive 
players in pro football, will com- 
bine at the linebacker spot with 
Davis and Allen. Jerry Hille- 
brand will also see a lot of ac- 
tion. 


In the defensive backfield will 


be John Rowser, formerly of 
Green Bay, Chuck Beatty, Aus- 
tin and Lee Calland. 


Gene Mingo, who fought soc- 


cer-style kicker Alan Watson to 
the wire for the job, will be the 
Steeler kicker. 


Punting will be handled capa- 


bly by Bobby Walden, who aver- 
aged 42.3 yards last year. 


There's one player almost for-
